Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed electromechanical flip 
assemblies and electromagnetic flip disks in claims 13 and 15 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. In the originally filed specification, page 4, first paragraph, 
it states that the display works by flipping individual disks electromagnetically, thus using power 
only during the time the disks are flipped. Otherwise the disks are static and no power is used. 
The original specification does not disclose that the display having a low, irregular, intermittent 
electrical power consumption duty cycle (claims 13 and 15) and the original specification also 
does not disclose that the battery not limited as to type, the battery requirements matched to the 
extent of electrical power consumption of intrinsic intermittent duty cycle (claims 14 and 16). 
Thus, these claimed limitations are considered as new matters. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Salvo in 
view of Baird [US. 911,363] 

For claims 13-16 , Salvo discloses all the claimed limitations except the claimed flip disks and 
the display only consumes power when flipping the disks. It is well known in the art that the 
scoreboard uses electrical lights, mechanical flip boards, or eletromechanical flip cards showing 
the game score to the participants as well as the audience. Since either method providing the 
desired functionality, namely showing the score, it is up to user's discretion to determine which 
mechanism to use. Baird teaches a well-known scoreboard using flip plates controlled by motor 
to show the score to the audience. It is clear that the board would consume power when there is 
merely need to flip the plate when changing score, after that the power remain low. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to the one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was 
made to use either the LED display disclosed in Salvo or the well known scoreboard taught by 
Baird. since either method providing the desired functionality, namely showing the score. 

Note to Applicant: 

1. Applicant's remark is not responding to the previous detail action of paper number 8, 
where is the drawings objection in paragraph 1, and 1 12 first rejection in paragraph 2. 

2. It is inappropriate to amend the drawings of [US 6,220,723] Freeman, et al. and [US 
6,216,370] Tijanic patents into the original drawing of this application.
